PRESIDENT’S REPORT ON FIRST YEAR’S OPERATIONS 
OF UNITED COMMUNITY FUND OF GREATER EDMONTON 


On behalf of the Board of Directors I submit 
this report on the operations of the United 
Community Fund of Greater Edmonton for the year 
1960. 


The 1960 campaign objective of $1,011,774 
on behalf of forty-six agencies was substan¬ 
tially attained, and the Edmonton per capita 
giving was raised to $3.34, a record which 
compares favorably with other centers in Canada, 
The first campaign of the United Community Fund 
coincided with a decline in business activity. 

In the result, the Edmonton campaign was re¬ 
garded as one of the most successful, if not 
the most successful campaign in Canada. This 
success was largely attributable to the 
employee groups, who through payroll deduction 
plans exceeded their quota by some $135,000. 


The Board of Directors has expressed its appreciation to Mr. E. M. Blanchard, 
the Chairman of the Campaign Committee, the chairmen of the sub-committees, and some 
7,000 volunteer workers. It is estimated that there are between 70,000 and 80,000 
contributors to the United Community Fund of Greater Edmonton. 

The Board of Directors has met on several occasions during the year, and its 
meetings have been well attended. The work of the Board has been supported by six 
standing committees — Campaign, Admissions and Evaluations, Allocations, Public 
Relations, Personnel and Finance. In addition the Executive Committee met regularly 
for the purpose of administering the ordinary business of the Fund between 
Directors' Meetings. All of these committees worked with care and sincerity, but 
special mention should probably be made of the work of the Allocations Committee 
under chairmanship firstly of the late Mr. Robert Scott, and later Mr. Fred U. Brown. 
The process of keeping an even hand between the requirements of all the agencies 
needs great wisdon and prescience. 

The Statement of Revenue and Expenditure for the period from February 22 to 
December 31, 1960, and the Balance Sheet as at December 31, 1960 are duly certified 
by the auditors, and have been mimeographed and circulated, and are available for 
discussion at this meeting. It will be observed that the excess of expenditure over 
revenue for the period amounted to some $52,000. In making appropriations, however, 
the Allocations Committee and the Board recognized that $63,000 in Additional 
revenue has been pledged or received in 1961 as applicable to the 1960 campaign. 

No provision has been made, however, for the cost of administration for the year 
1961, nor for the costs of the 1961 campaign prior to the receipt of revenue 
therefrom. 
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By arrangement with the officers of the former Community Chest an application 
was made to the Supreme Court of Uberta for the transfer of the assets of, and the 
assumption of the liabilities of the Community Chest by this Fund. This application, 
made jointly by the Fund and the Chest, was heard by Mr. Justice H.J. Macdonald on 
December 19, I960, and all agencies were advised and given the opportunity of repres¬ 
entation. As a result the Court gave an order that the funds of the Community Chest 
be transferred to the United Community Fund, and they are included in the balance 
sheet previously referred to. In order to obviate the possibility of bequests being 
left to the Community Chest after it is wound up, the Legislature of the Province 
has passed an Act naming the Fund as a successor organization. 

It has been the experience of the Board of Directors that the work of the Fund 
may be improved by three amendments to its fcyj.ws.Accordingly, the Board is taking 
steps to call a Special General Meeting of the Fund sometime in May or June, at which 
extraordinary resolutions will be presented for an amendment to the bylaws covering 
the following matters; 

1) The borrowing power of the Fund be increased, (it is presently fixed 
at $2,000.00) 

2) That certain committee chairmen on appointment by the Board become 
voting members of the Board. 

3) The annual fiscal year of the Fund coincide with the calendar year, and 
that the annual meeting be held within a period of ninety days after the 
close of the fiscal year. 

I have already referred to the work done by the late Mr. Robert Scott as 
Chairman of the allocations Committee. Mr. Scott died on February 9th whilst in 
office as Chairman of the Committee and a Director of the Fund. The Board of 
Directors placed on record the deep sympathy of Ms fellow workers, and their 
recognition of the great contributions which Mir. Scott made during an active life in 
community service. 

The Board of Directors has recommended that three distinguished citizens who 
have held the office of President in the predecessor organization, and who have been 
most generous of their time and influence on behalf of the United Appeal, be awarded 
honorary life memberships; these are Dr. Elmer E. Roper, Dr. H. Ray Milner and 
Dr. Stanley H. McCuaig. I would appreciate it if the recommendation of the Board 
be confirmed at this meeting. 

As retiring president I would like to express my personal appreciation not 
only to my fellow board members and committee chairmen, but also to the thousands of 
citizens including the press, radio and television, who have worked and contributed 
to make the first campaign year of the United Community Fund of Greater Edmonton a 
successful one. I would also like to express appreciation to the Executive Director 
and the secretarial and campaign staff.

The United Community Fund of Greater Edmonton was incorporated 
on February 22, I960 under the provisions of The Societies Act (Alberta). 

Under a court order dated December 29, I960 the surplus of the 
Community Chest of Edmonton amounting to $100,070.55 at December 31, 

I960 was transferred to The United Community Fund of Greater Edmonton. 

We have examined the balance sheet of The United Community 
Fund of Greater Edmonton as of December 31, I960, and the statement of 
revenue and expenditure for the period from February 22, 1 960 to 
December 31 , 1960 and have obtained ail the information and explanations 
we have required. Our examination included a general review of the 
accounting procedures and such tests of the accounting records and other 
supporting evidence as we considered necessary in the circumstances. 

In our opinion, and according to the best of our information 
and the explanations given to us and as shown by the books of the 
organization, the accompanying balance sheet and statement of revenue 
and expenditure are properly drawn up so as to exhibit a true and 
correct view of the state of the affairs of the organization at December 
31, I960 and the results of its operations for the period from February 
22, I960 to December 31, I960, in accordance with generally accepted 
accounting principles.
